SET SUM: FOR INJURY 


Speaker Thinks That Amount 
to Be Recovered Should 
Be Fixed by Law.

FARGO, N. D., Sept. 5.—Col. Theodore 


Roosevelt today laid the cornerstone of 
a Carnegie library and delivered a 
speech in which he subscribed himself 
an adherent of union labor. 

Roosevelt directed his speech to work- 
ing men and devoted his entire address 
to them, touching neither conservation 
nor politics. 

The former president declared that 
joint action on the part of labor was 
necessary to combat capital under pres- 
ent economie conditions, that strikes 
were sometimes necessary and that 
labor unions essentially were necessary. 

“This does not mean that I unequiv- 
ocally indorse any or all practices that 
labor organizations may happen to 
adopt,’ he said, “or any or all prin- 
ciples that they may choose to enun- 
clate. Labor organizations have the 
weaknesses and defects common to all 
other forms of human organizations. 


Sometimes they act very well and some- 
times they act very badly; and Iam for 
then when they act well, and I am 
against them when they act badly. 

“I believe that their existence is a 
necessity. I believe that their aims and 
purposes are generally good, and I be- 
lieve that all of them have occasionally 
made mistakes, and that some of them 
have been guilty of wrong-doing.” 

Continuing he said in part: 

The stay-at-home man in a union 
is just as much responsible for the 
sins of omission and commission of 
&is organization as the stay-at-home 
man in a city is for the civic condi- 
tions under which he suffers and 
about which he complains.

(T regard the demand in this form 
as inadequate. What we need is an 
automatically fixed compensatton for 
‘all injuries received by the employe 
in the course of his duty, this being 
infinitely better for-the employe and 
more just to the employer. The only 
sufferers will be lawyers of that un- 
desirable class which exists chiefly 
by carrying on lawsuits of this na- 
ture.) 

The passage and enforcement of 
rigid anti-child labor laws which will 
cover every portion of this country. 

Sultable and plentiful playgrounds 
for children in all the cities. 

‘The matter of compensation for in- 
juries to employes is; perhaps, more 
immediately vital than any other. 
The report of the commission which 
has begun to look into this matter 
on behalf of the New York Legisla- 
ture is well worth reading. The bill 
presented by the Federation of La- 
ber in Wisconsin on this subject 
seems excellent.

Then the robber went through the 
cash register, and from that he got $50 
in cash and checks. Altogether he ob- 
tained $110 in currency.

Miss Anderson was .20 years old last 
Thursday and the automobile was or- 
dered that evening and was sent to an 
address in the 2100 block of Wyoming 
street.

Missouri Pastor Was Accused 
in Connection With Girl’s 
Death.

Rev. Clyde W. Gow was today found 
guilty of immoral conduct in connec- 
tion with the death of Miss Elizabeth

missed as a member of the church by 
the Missouri conference of the M. E. 


4 Church, South. This was Gow’s second 


trial by the conference. 

Bishop Collins Denny read the verdict 
of the Conference Committee appointed 
to hear the trial. It was returned late 
Saturday: night, but wag kept secret un- 
til today. 

The verdict was unanimous, according 
to Dr. Gibson, chairman of the Trial 
Committee. The Bishop read the church 
law and announced that Gow was no 
longer a preacher or a member of the 
Methodist church. 

The Rev. J. A. Mumpower, pestor of 
the Methodist Church at Lawson, Mo., 
announced that Gow again w'll appea! 
to the general conference. Gow left the 
city yesterday to visit relatives. 

Gow had allowed Miss Gleason to 
ride with him to and from his ap- 
peintments in Lincoln, and was her 
friend.

In Colorado politics there are two ele- 
ments outside, of course, the ordinary 
voting population. One is the smelting 
and mining interests and the other is 
the railroads, public utilities and other 
semi-public corporations. Naturally the 
railroad and water companies want 
higher freight rates and . profitable 
charges for their services, while the 
smelters and mines want low rates and 
cheaper water. At present of the two 
senators from Colorado, Senator Gug- 
genheim represents the smelters and 
mining tnterests, while Senator Hughes 
represents the railroads, water com- 
panies amd other public utilities. It is 
usual for both these interests to be at 
peace and to divide power between 
them, lest the ordinary people elect to 
office men 'who would represent neither 
the mines mor the public utilities. 

In January, 1907, Simon Guggenheim 
was elected Senator from Colorado. It 
had all been arranged beforehand, when 
the Democrats split to insure the elec- 
tion of a Republican Legislature, just 
as in turn, two years later, the Repub- 
licans split to elect a Democratic Legisla- 
ture which made Charles J. Hughes Sen- 
ator. The difference was that Simon 
wuggenheim. being rich, paid his own 
campaign expemses, while Charles J. 
Hughes, being’ only a moderately well- 
off corporation lawyer, received contri- 
butions to his campaign expenses from 
the public service corporations and 
friends. 

Resigns Corporation Office. 

At the time, Simon Guggenheim: was 
managing director of the Guggenheim 
Exploration Co., president of the Fed- 
eral Mining Co., of the Western Mining 
Co. and the United States Zinc Mining 
Co. of Colorado, besides being a director 
in the American Smelting and Refining 
Co., one of the firm of M. Guggenheim 
Sons, and director in the Wnited Lead 
Co., the American Smelters and Securi- 
ties Co., the American Smelters Steam- 
ship Co., the Federal Mining Co., the 
Utah Copper Co., the Nevada Consoli- 
dated Copper Co., the Cumberland-Ely 
BMining Co., the Yukon Consolidated Gold- 
fields Co. and a number of others. He 
resigned from these and gave large sums 
to charity. 

His election to the Senate was not 
without criticism and unkind comment. 
Judge Lindsey of Denver, addressing the 
chautauqua assembly, said: 

‘‘Not the Senate Chamber, but the 
penitentiary or the gallows, is the 
place for Simon Guggenheim of Colo- 
rado. Eimon Guggenheim absolutely 
bought his way into the United States 
Senate.”’ 

In a magazine article at the time Gug- 
genheim was quoted in an interview as 
defending his course and as saying: 

“There is nothing wrong about ‘it. It 
is merely conducting political campaigns 
as they are conducted in these days. 
The money I have contributed has 
helped to elect these men and naturally 
they feel under obligations to vote for 
me. It is done all ‘over the United 
States today. I do not consider that it 
is wrong, and neither do I consider that 
it can im any sense be called bribery.”’ 

The estimated total of these ‘“‘contri- 
butions”’ was $500,000. Another reference 
to the manner in which Guggenheim wag 
elected was Senator Tillman’s speech in 
the Senate referring to Colorado as “‘the 
State recently bought at auction by one 
Guggenheim.” 


Introduces Many Pension Bilis. 

In the Senate Simon Guggenheim sel- 
dom spoke, but regularly voted, for he 
was rarely absent. In his first session 
he introduced a number of bills, almost 
all of them local, among them many 
pension bills. 

At the second session of the Sixtieth 
Congress, in December, 1908, to March 
1909, Senator Guggenheim introduced 39 
bills increasing pensions, one of which 
became a law and four other pension 
bills, none of which seem to have 
passed. So did a national forest reserve 
report and in the debat@on it, he snoke 
100 lines In opposition to Gilford Pinchot 
and joined with Senator Hale, Carter, 
Heyburn in condemning Pinchot’s man- 
ner of conducting the forest preserve 
and intimating it was a waste of public 
money. This was Senator Guggenheim’s 
chief oratorical effort during the sec- 
ond session. 

In this third session, which was the 
first session of the Sixty-first Congress 
from March 5 to Aug. 19, 1909, Senato: 
Guggenheim introduced more than fit- 
ty pension bills, When Senator Burket: 
of Nebraska opposed the increase ijn 
the tarfff on white lead on the ground 
that it would add to the cost of living 
to every individual in Nebraska, Sena- 
tor Guggenheim opposed him and ap- 
peared as the champion of a white lead 
plant at Omaha, in ‘Senator Burkett's 
State.

Interest in Cartridge Compapy. 

Early in 1910 the company acquired 
an interest in the United States Cart- 
ridge Co. of Lowell, Mass., which gives 
an added interest to Senator Guggen- 
heim’s participation in the Payne- -Ald- 
rich debate on antimony ore. He fa- 
vored a heavier duty on antimony ore 
and explained that the American Re- 
fining Co. are not purchasers of anti- 
mony ores. He said nothing about what 
interest, if any interest, the United 
States Cartridge Co. and the National 
Lead Co. had in antimony. 

Again, when zinc and zinc ores were 
considered in the Senate on June 16, 
Senator Guggenheim challenged the cor- 
rectness of an assertion by Senator Bur- 
ton that the zinc mines of this country 
needed no protection. 

Of the Smelter Trust, which controls 
the Yinc Trust, Daniel Guggenheim is 
president, Isaac Guggenheim is treasur- 
er, Solomon Guggenheim is chairman 
of the Executive Committée, Murray 
Guggenheim is chairman of the Finance 
Committee, and Daniel, Isaac, Murray 
and M. R. and 8S.

Senator Guggenheim continued his ac- 

tivity on the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill 
by opposing a reduction of the tariff 
on spelter, of which he said that Colo- 
rado produced 26,000 tons, also favored 
a higher tariff on thorium, monasite and 
“Puller’s earth.” 
’ He succeeded, on July 8, in getting a 
15 per cent duty on tungsten. Tungsten 
is used in the manufacture of filaments 
for incandescent electric lights. By 
raising its price the cost of tung- 
sten incandescent light is increased 
and the profits of the Smelter Trust also 
are increased. He amended the tariff 
bill so as to put magniferous silver ores 
on a productive basis with magniferous 
iron ores. 

To give Senator Guggenheim full 
credit for hia views, it should be 
added when the question of duty on 
pineapples came before the Senate he 
voted against increasing that duty 
from $7 to $8. 

Having succeeded in getting duties 
on lead, sine and the ores in which 
the Smelting Trust was concerned ad- 
justed, Senator Guggenheim on the 
many other important tariff matters 
voted fer the tnereases and adjust- 
ments which Senater Aldrich wanted.

The President’s first mention of Mr. 
Roosevelt called out a demonstration 
which lasted about as long as the one 
in greeting the speaker himself. While 
it continued the President took off his 
reading glasses and smiled good-natured- 
ly on the great audience. 

Mr. Taft declares conservation is be- 
ing placed on too high a pedestal in 
some quarters. He said it was not 
a panacea for all the national ills, bui 
one of the questions which the 
nation and the states were 
called upon to face. He asserted that 
in some instances the states had in- 
alienable rights and that they should 
not be violated, 

A new plan advanced for coal lands 
was for the Government to keep title 
tu the lands, the coal producing proper- 
ties of the land to be leased to individ- 
uals in lots not to exceed 2500 acres. 
Mr. Taft presented a mass of statistics 
to show that such a plan would be at 
once profitable to the coal operator and 
the Government, while maintaining the 
interest of posterity. 

President Taft said In part: 

The danger of the State and to 
the people at large from the waste 
and dissipation of our national 
wealth is not one which quickly 
impresses itself on the people of 
the older communities. Among 
scientific men and thoughtful 
observers, however, the danger 
has always been present; but it 
needed some one to bring home 
the crying need for a remedy of 
this evil so as to impress itself 
on the public mind and lead to 
the formation of public opinion 
and action by the representatives 
of the people. Theodore Roose- 
velt took up this task in the last 
two years of his second adminis- 
tration, and well did he perform 
it. 

Wants Laws Changed, 

Concerning the method of opening 
mineral lands, Mr. Taft said the pres- 
ent laws, based on custom, were very 
bad, but he believed it better to let them 
remain on the statute books than to en- 
deavor to change them at this late date. 

Brief reference was made to the Cun- 
ningham claims in Alaska. He said it 
would be unfair for him to intimate 
what the outcome of these cases would 
be, but that whatever it' was the laws 
concerning Alaska coal deposits was un- 
fair to everybody concerned and that 
they should be changed. He said the 
Pacific Coast had a right to the use of 
the immense coal deposits, and that the 
advantage of cheap fuel should not be 
denied to them. 

Warm Fight Expected. 

With every prospect of a warm fight 
for control between ‘‘state’s rights” 
delegates and those favoring national 
control, the second national conserva- 
tion congress opened here today. The 
crowd went to the Auditorium early to 
get a glimpse of President Taft, who 
arrived in St. Paul at 9:06 a. m. 

Before the convention was galled to 
order by President B. N. Baker, dele- 
gates gathered in little knots discussing 
reports of packed delegations made by 
one side or the other and comment- 
ing on Gifford Pinchot’s move last night 
in forming a national committee for 
the purpose of systematizing the work 
of state commissions and bringing them 
into harmony with the national con- 
gress.

Members of the department are com- 
menting upon the odd potpourri of char- 
acteristics which have been impressed 
upon them during the recent vicissitudes 
of the Police Board presidency.

POLITICAL BUSINESS INTERESTS. 

Speaking of the charge that he had attacked’ 
the business interests because he had protested 
against the attempt to control the Democratic 
party through the Business Men’s Auxillary, 
James A: Reed, candidate for the senatorial 
nomination, said: 

“It is to the control pe the party by such 
selfish interests that I object.” 

There never was an attempt to strike dene 
the malign political power of the business in- 
terests that are in politics for business which 
was not met by the charge that it was an attack 
on business. 

The difference between .the legitimate business 
interests and the business interests which are in 
politics is clear. They are directly opposed to 
each other. The political business interests men- 
ace legitimate business. Their purpose is not to 
protect business and defend the rights of busi- 
ness men, but to prey upon business and to force 
business men to submit to their yoke. The busi- 
ness interests which lead in the effort to control 
politics are usually the public service corpora- 
tions, enjoying special privileges and seeking 
special favors from the State. 

Mr. Reed is right in warning the people against 
the control of the parties or the government by 
business interests. Through business control of 
parties has come much ‘of the evils and corrup- 
tions of government. The interests of business 
and the interests of the people are alike opposed 
to the political business interests. When the Dem- 
ocratic party of Missouri is syndicated by and for 
the business interests it ceases to be useful to

Why Is Detroit 
To thd Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

es" read an article in the Free Press also the 
News, taken from the Post-Dispatch, entitled, 
“Why Is Detroit?’ I will say I was born and 
raised in St. Louis; my people Mve there now; my 
heart is thére and I would have liked to gee St. 
Louis get its million. I left there in March, 1909, 
and have been here ever since. In the last 18 
months I have brought eight families here and 
15 single men, a total of 51 altogether, all out 
of St. Louis, and counted into Detroit. I make 
$7 to $8 a day; the best I could get in St. Louis 
was $8; carriage painter by trade. The auto 
business did it; our carriage men down there 
were too slow and let the business get away 
from them that they ought to have had. Now, 
Mr. Editor, here are the reasons why Detroit 
is going ahead: 

The auto business employs over 100,000 per- 
sons. 

Cheap reftt; I have a nice six-room house for 
$12 a month that I could not get for $30, in fact, 
ceuld not get it at all in St. Louls. 

Cheap transportation—eight street car tickets 
for 25 cents; also Toledo, 60 cents; Cleveland, 
$1.25; Buffalo and Niagara Falls, $2.60 round trip;
